100-year-old farm in Denton to become research & dev. site

After more than 100 years of being 
a family farm, 75.57 acres in Denton 
is scheduled to become a research and 
development site.

family zoning, to M-1, Light Industrial, 
and then recommended the township board 
rezone the property. 

The property, 50015 and 50061 Michigan 
Avenue, is on the south side of Michigan 
Avenue between Denton Cemetery and 
Rawsonville Road. 

On Tuesday, the township board 
approved the first reading of the zoning 
ordinance change, with the second reading 
scheduled for the next regular meeting. 
Then developer Ben Griffin can move 
forward with the site plan. 

The change in the zoning started last year 
when the master plan had to be changed 
before it could be rezoned. The legal steps 
in the change took all this time, but now 
it’s almost over. 

A town-hall gathering for neighbors 
was held on June 11 so they could get 
information and ask questions on the 
project in their residential neighborhood. 
At least one person was concerned about 
the traffic, so VBT Police Sgt. Alex Schultz 


and Officer Mark King were brought to 
the June 13 meeting to talk about traffic 
enforcement in the Denton neighborhood. 

At the commission meeting, attorney 
Mark Heusel spoke on behalf of the 
property owners, Griffin, and his client 
who have been in discussion on the future 
use of this site. 

He said they have offered a conditional 
zoning request and have embraced the 
concept of a residential protection zone. 

He said the name of the entity interested 
in the property is confidential at this time, 
but it is an automotive company interested 
in doing research and development at the 
site. 

“We think it’s a perfect use considering 
the work” nearby, he said, referring to the 
autonomous vehicle facility in Washtenaw 
County next door. 

He said it will be a light, non-invasive 
use of the property with hardly any trucks 
and a lot of engineers. He said there is a 
400’ protection buffer around the property 
on the east and southwest sides. It’s a 
landscape buffer with a 10’ berm around 
the entire site with trees and a detention 
pond in the lowest part of the site to the 
southeast. The driveway entrance will be 
on Michigan Avenue. 

Harold Smith will retain his homestead 
with the house and barn and will remain in 
his home the rest of his life. In the future, 
if they decide to tear down the buildings, it 
will remain part of the buffer. 

“It adds to the aesthetic value of the site 
and adds to the village to the east,” Heusel 
said, referring to Denton village. 

He said there has been a lot of interest on 


this site from the state, county, and local 
level. 

Dave Shreiber from Wayne County 
Economic Development Corporation said 
he was excited to see this high-quality 
development and he said research and 
development was right at the top of the 
list in development. He said R&D tends to 
remain funded during recessions. 

He said the county is in support of this. He 
said the county is running out of buildings 
to use and he sees lots of construction 
going on. 

When asked about the size, Heusel said 
it will be a building from 60,000 to 75,000 
square feet in phase one, with future 
development to the south. It will bring 
101 new jobs plus 38 existing jobs moved 
there. There probably will be 150 jobs total 
for phase one and could exceed 200 jobs by 
the time they are done. 

Carol Thompson, chairwoman of the 
planning commission, said she lives in 
Denton village and has been a neighbor to 
Smith and his farm for 25 years. She said 
the farm has been for sale for 17 years and 
he has been very patient. 

Smith said the property had been rezoned 
to residential years ago when he wanted to 
stop farming and a subdivision was being 
planned. But then the economy fell apart 
and that didn’t happen. 

“We hope to see this development go at 
rocket speed,” Heusel said. 

Harbour Club Apartments 

A public hearing was held on applicant 
Diversified Dock & Lift’s request for 
special approval to construct a non- 
commercial, multi-docking facility that 


can accommodate more than six watercraft 
at one time on a single parcel. The property 
is located at 49000 Denton Road on the 
south side of Denton west of Beckley. 

The Harbour Club Shoreline Improvement 
project is to build a 184’ seawall for 
shoreline protection from erosion and to 
replace the existing boardwalk and 4 docks. 

The hill is sliding into Belleville Lake 
and a light post also is slowly going into 
the lake, they said. 

They said they planned to take 20’ of the 
dock out to access the project, but found 
they wouldn’t be able to replace it, so they 
will leave it in place and work around it. 

No one spoke against the project and the 
public hearing was closed. Chairwoman 
Thompson they can come back with 
drawings for a future meeting.

Smith Farm 
rezoning is a really 
big deal in VBT 


The rezoning of 75.57 acres of farmland to 
make way for a research and development 
site in Van Buren Township is a really big 
deal. David Schreiber of Wayne County’s 
Economic Development Corporation said 
the rezoning of the property is “one piece 
of a really significant new investment in 
the community.” 

An unnamed automotive company is 
prepared to buy the 100-year-old farm 
in Denton and then bring in a bunch of 
engineers as soon as all the hurdles to 
development have been cleared. 

The township planning commission 
sent the rezoning of the property to the 
township board last week and on Tuesday 
the board had the first reading of the zoning 
ordinance change. The final vote is July 17. 

Aerotropolis director Rob Luce said his 
group passed this unnamed client onto the 
Smith Farm people and township officials 
took over. He said is was “a case study” 
on how Aerotropolis can work with local 
municipalities. 

Denton residents turned out 50 strong 
on June 10 for an informational hearing 
and after the noninvasive project was 
described, they were in favor. At one 
time the Smith Farm was scheduled to be 
a subdivision of 200-300 houses, with a 
roadway into Denton. 

A tentative meeting was set for 7 p.m., 
July 10, to discuss the actual site plan of 
the new project.

In speaking with Wayne County Clerk’s 
office as it relates to absentee ballots, 
absolutely no one is to handle those ballots 
but the township clerk, period, and the U.S. 
Mail. 

M.C.L. (Michigan Compiled Laws) 
prohibits that no township employee or 
employees are to transport, deliver or pick- 
up absentee ballots from seniors or anyone 
else or assist them in its preparation. No 
threats or retaliation will be tolerated in 
absentee ballots preparation or delivery. 

No Sumpter Township or county vehicles 
or leased vehicles or personal vehicles are 
to be used to pick-up absentee ballots for 
delivery to the township clerk. Absentee 
ballots are to be mailed or delivered by 
that lawful individual voter directly to the 
township clerk. 

Those person or persons violating these 
laws and other campaign laws will be 
punished to the fullest extent of the law. 
We have also requested monitors to be 
present at all precinct polling places to 
make sure laws are followed to the letter of 
the law in 2018 and 2020.

to the township to help children without 
charge. 

She was asking for a place to put a desk 
and a filing cabinet without charge at the 
Sumpter Senior Center, since the “Parents 
as Teachers” program services are done in 
the homes. 

That was on June 12, a few days later 
Smith reported that the Van Buren Public 
Schools has agreed to give her free space, 
possibly at Haggerty School, so she will be 
able to help people in the tri-community, 
after all, including Sumpter.

assured it had. 

She said she had planned to come to 
the May 22 meeting, since she had sent 
the packets well ahead for the trustees to 
study, but she said the supervisor said not 
to come to that meeting. The information 
packets were given to the board members 
at the board meeting on May 22 and they 
had not had a chance to study them. 

In a May 10 letter to Deputy Supervisor 
Karen Armatis, Smith said SOS 
Community Services is attempting to 
expand its successful “Parents as Teachers” 
program to service children and families in 
western Wayne County. SOS has been a 
highly successful program in Washtenaw 
County for more than 50 years. 

“Parents as Teachers” is a nationally 
recognized, evidence-based, home-visiting 
program that prevents abuse and neglect in 
low-income, at-risk families with children 
aged five and younger. Children who 
participate in “Parents as Teachers” entered 
kindergarten more prepared to learn and 
succeed in school. 

Besides the “Parents as Teachers” 
program, staff members will be able to 
connect families with services that provide 
basic needs, including utility assistance 
and food assistance. 

Smith said their resources are limited, but 
with donated office space they will be able 
to offer the “Parents as Teachers” program 
in Western Wayne County from October 


2018 until September 2022. 

“We hope you will decide to support 
our efforts to ensure that childhood is safe 
and fun for children in Western Wayne 
County,” she concluded her May 10 letter 
to Sumpter.

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VBT BZA approves variances for Metro Park Party Store

At its June 12 meeting, the Van Buren 
Board of Zoning Appeals approved 
setback variances for the proposed gas 
pump canopy at Metro Park Party Store 
at the corner of Haggerty Road and Huron 
River Drive. 

In a 5-1 vote the BZA approved a 56- 
foot front yard setback, a 19-foot variance 
from the 75-foot zoning requirement, 
and a 16-foot rear yard setback, a 9-foot 
variance from the 25-foot requirement. 
The proposed canopy would cover the 
four gas pumps that will be built just east 
of the existing party store. 

BZA board member Robert McKenna 
was the lone nay vote on the variances, 
citing concerns of traffic, boat trailering 
and staging while customers wait at the 
pump or inside the party store. McKenna 
asked the applicant to consider a project

consisting of just two pumps, which would 
require a smaller canopy and generate 
less traffic. The applicant explained that 
no bank would loan for two pump filling 
stations and oil companies would not 
contract for fuel the way it would for larger 
fueling centers. 

The applicant provided the board with 
pictures of nearby gas stations and there 
were no photos of two-pump stations. 
About a dozen letters and emails were 
provided to the board members in support 
of the project. Once open, the station will 
have fuel deliveries take place during the 
overnight hours using smaller fuel tanker 
trucks creating less impact on the 1.03-acre 
parcel. 

In discussions, both parties agreed that 
the applicant will keep an eye on the traffic 
concerns and if needed, signs will be 
erected for trailering for better traffic flow. 

Also, the party store agreed to have no

His bond was set at $1 million with a 
probable cause conference scheduled for 
June 27 and a preliminary exam on July 5.

The incident began at about 9:45 p.m., 
Monday, June 11, when officers from the 
Sumpter Township Police Department 
responded to the call of a possible drunk 
driver in the area of Sumpter Road near 
Willow Road. 

When officers attempted to stop the 
suspect vehicle it sped off southbound. 
Officers continued their attempt to stop the 
erratically driven vehicle as it continued 
onto westbound Oakville Waltz and 
eventually into Washtenaw County, where 
they were fired upon at least five times by 
the driver. 

The suspect vehicle continued to the 
City of Milan border before it doubled 
back towards the officers, at which time 
the incident was brought to an abrupt end 
through a collision with one of the two 
Sumpter Police patrol vehicles involved. 

Officers arrested the driver, the lone 
occupant, and recovered five firearms 
along with several thousand rounds of 
ammunition from his vehicle. 

Both Sumpter officers -- Sgt. Brian 
Steffani and Officer Bart Devos, Jr. -- 
sustained minor injuries stemming from 
the collision and subsequent arrest.

Consumer Confidence Report 


The Belleville Water Department wants you to know that your tap water is safe to drink and that it 
meets or surpasses all Federal and State standards for quality and safety. 


Overview 

The City of Belleville is proud of the fine drinking water it provides. This annual water quality report 
shows the source of our water, lists the results of our tests and contains much important information 
about water and health. Belleville Water Department will notify you immediately if there is any reason 
for concern about your water. We are happy to show you how we have surpassed water-quality 
standards. You will receive reports like this each and every year by July 1 regarding your water. 
Drinking water quality is important to our community and the region. The City of Belleville and the Great 
Lakes Water Authority (GLWA) are committed to meeting state and federal water quality standards 
including the Lead and Copper Rule. With the Great Lakes as our water source and proven treatment 
technologies, the GLWA consistently delivers safe drinking water to our community. Belleville operates 
the system of water mains that carry this water to your home’s service line. This year’s Water Quality 
Report highlights the performance of GLWA and Belleville water professionals in delivering some of the 
nation’s best drinking water. Together, we remain committed to protecting public health and 
maintaining open communication with the public about our drinking water. 


Water Source 

The City of Belleville water is supplied by the Great Lakes Water Authority from its Southwest Water 
Treatment Plant. The Great Lakes Water Authority provides drinking water to approximately 4.2 million 
people in 126 Michigan Communities. The City of Belleville purchased over 96,330,000 gallons of water 
in 2017. 


The system uses water drawn from the Detroit River through a 12-foot diameter intake that is 
approximately 120-feet deep. The line slopes to a depth of 132-feet in approximately one mile where it 
connects at a vertical shore shaft, which causes raw water to rise and enter a land tunnel. The 12-foot 
diameter shore or land tunnel travels another 3 miles to the Southwest plant’s low lift pumps. The 
many miles of deep raw water tunnels are periodically inspected either by divers or with cameras for 
structural integrity and zebra mussel infestation. 


Your source water comes from the Detroit River, situated within the Lake St. Clair, Clinton River, Detroit 
River, Rouge River, Ecorse River, in the U.S. and parts of the Thames River, Little River, Turkey Creek and 
Sydenham watersheds in Canada. The Michigan Department of Environmental Quality in partnership 
with the Detroit Water and Sewerage Department, and several other governmental agencies performed 
a source water assessment in 2004 to determine the susceptibility of potential contamination. The 
susceptibility rating is on a seven-tiered scale from "very low” to “very high” based primarily on geologic 
sensitivity, water chemistry, and contaminant sources. The susceptibility of our Detroit River source 


water intakes were determined to be highly susceptible to potential contamination. However, all four 
Detroit water treatment plants that use source water from Detroit River have historically provided 
satisfactory treatment of this source water to meet drinking water standards. 


GLWA has initiated source-water protection activities that include chemical containment, spill response, 
and a mercury reduction program. GLWA participates in a National Pollutant Discharge Elimination

System permit discharge program and has an emergency response management plan. In 2015, GLWA 
received a grant from the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality to develop a source water 
protection program for the Detroit River intakes. The programs include seven elements that include the 
following: roles and duties of government units and water supply agencies, delineation of a source 
water protection area, identification of potential of source water protection area, management 
approaches for protection, contingency plans, siting of new sources and public participation and 
education. If you would like to know more information about this report or a complete copy of this 
report please, contact the City of Belleville Water Department at 734-697-9323 or GLWA. 


How Do We Know Our Water Is Safe? 

We obtain water from the Great Lakes Water Authority whose treatment facilities operate 24 hours a 
day, 7 days a week. The treatment process begins with the disinfecting the source water with chlorine 
to kill harmful microorganisms that can cause illness. Next, chemical called alum is mixed with the water 
to remove the fine particles that make the water cloudy or turbid. Alum causes the particles to clump 
together and settle to the bottom. Fluoride is also added to protect our teeth from cavities and decay. 


The water then flows through fine sand filters called beds. These filters remove even more particles and 
certain microorganisms that are resistant to chlorine. Finally, a small amount of phosphoric acid and 
chlorine are added to the treated water just before it leaves the treatment plant. The phosphoric acid 
helps control the lead that may dissolve in the water from household plumbing systems. The chlorine 
keeps the water disinfected as it travels through water mains to reach your home. 


The water is tested for a variety of substances before treatment, during various stages of treatment and 
throughout the distribution system on a regular basis. The City of Belleville has several testing locations 
that are tested regularly by the Great Lakes Water Authority. If any contaminates are detected at an 
unacceptable level, the City as well as the residents will be notified. All of the City of Belleville samples 
have tested negative for total coliform bacteria. 


Unregulated Contaminants 

Unregulated contaminants are those for which the EPA has not established drinking water standards. 
Monitoring helps the EPA to determine where certain contaminants occur and whether it needs to 
regulate those contaminants. Beginning in July 2008 the Detroit Water and Sewerage Department 
(DWSD) began monitoring quarterly for unregulated contaminants under the Unregulated Contaminant 
Monitoring Rule 2 (UCMR2). All UCMR2 contaminants monitored on the list 1 and list 2 in 2008 were 
undetected. The Great Lakes Water Authority provides the City of Belleville with water. Also, DWSD 
does not test the water for radon. 


What Is Cryptosporidium? 

Cryptosporidium is a disease causing parasite that lives in the intestinal tract of many animals including 
dogs and cats. Cryptosporidium can be introduced into bodies of water by way of surface runoff 
containing animal wastes and sewage discharges. 


Cryptosporidium is a microbial pathogen found in the surface water throughout the U.S. Although 
filtration removes Cryptosporidium, the most commonly used filtration methods cannot guarantee 100 
percent removal. Our monitoring indicates the presence of these organisms in our source water. 
Cryptosporidium was detected once during a twelve month period at the Detroit River intake plants. 
Current test methods do not allow us to determine if the organisms are dead or if they are capable of 
causing disease. Ingestion of Cryptosporidium may cause cryptosporidiosis, an abdominal infection. 
Symptoms of infection include nausea, diarrhea and abdominal cramps. Most healthy individuals can 
overcome the disease within weeks. However, immune-compromised people, infants and small children 
and the elderly are at the greater risk of developing life threatening illness. We encourage immune- 
compromised individuals to consult their doctor regarding appropriate precautions to take to avoid 
infection. Cryptosporidium must be ingested to cause disease and it may be spread through means 
other than drinking water. 


Contaminants That May Be Found In Drinking Water 

“Drinking water, including bottled water may reasonably be expected to contain at least small amounts 
of some contaminants. The presence of contaminants does not necessarily indicate that water poses a 
health risk. More information about contaminants and potential health effects can be obtained by 
calling the Environmental Protection Agency’s Safe Drinking Water Hotline at (800-426-4791).

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The sources of drinking water (both tap and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, 
reservoirs, springs and wells. As water travels over the surface of the land or through the ground it 
dissolves naturally-occurring minerals and in some cases radioactive material and can pick up substances 
resulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. 


Contaminants that may be present in source water include: 


Microbial contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, which may come from sewage treatment 
plants, septic systems, agricultural livestock operations and wildlife. 


Inorganic contaminants, such as salts and metals, which can be naturally-occurring or result 
from urban storm water runoff, industrial or domestic wastewater discharges, oil and gas 
production, mining or farming. 


Pesticides and herbicides, which may come from a variety of sources such as agriculture, urban 
storm water runoff and residential uses. 


Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organics, which are by-products 
of industrial processes and petroleum production and can also come from gas stations, urban 
storm water runoff and septic systems. 


Radioactive contaminants, which can be naturally occurring or be the result of oil and gas 
production and mining activities. 


In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA prescribes regulations, which limit the amount of 
certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems. The Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) regulations establish limits for contaminants in bottled water, which must provide the same 
protection for public health. 


Vulnerability Of Some Population To Contaminants 

Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than is the general population. 
Immuno-compromised persons such as persons with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who 
have undergone organ transplants, people with HIV/AIDS or other immune system disorders, some 
elderly and infants can be particularly at risk from infections. These people should seek advice about 
drinking water from their health care providers. EPA/CDC guidelines on appropriate means to lessen the 
risk of infection by Cryptosporidium and other microbial contaminants are available from the Safe 
Drinking Water hotline (800-426-4791). 


Infants and young children are typically more vulnerable to lead in drinking water than the general 
population. It is possible that lead levels at your home may be higher than at other homes in the 
community as a result of materials used in your home’s plumbing. If you are concerned about elevated 
lead levels in your home’s water you may wish to have your water tested and flush your tap for 30 
seconds to 2 minutes before using your tap water. Additional information is available from the Safe 
Drinking Water Hotline at (800-426-4791). 


Lead And Copper Testing 

If present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant women and 
young children. Lead in drinking water is primarily from materials and components associated with 
service lines and home plumbing. The Belleville Water Department is responsible for providing high 
quality drinking water, but cannot control the variety of materials used in plumbing components. When 
your water has been sitting for several hours, you can minimize the potential for lead exposure by 
flushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water for drinking or cooking. If you are 
concerned about lead in your water, you may wish to have your water tested. Information on lead in 
drinking water, testing methods, and steps you can take to minimize exposure is available from the Safe 


Drinking Water Hotline or at http://www.epa.gov/safewater/lead. 


Safe drinking water is a shared responsibility. The water that GLWA delivers to our community does not 
contain lead. Lead can leach into drinking water through home plumbing fixtures, and in some cases, 
customer service lines. Corrosion control reduces the risk of lead and copper from leaching into your water. 
Orthophosphates are added during the treatment process as a corrosion control method to create a 
protective coating in service pipes throughout the system, including in your home or business. The City of 
Belleville performs required lead and copper sampling and testing in our community. Water consumers also

Sumpter board approves 
putting financial director

At the June 12 meeting, the first agenda item 
had been put on by Trustee Matthew Oddy, 
who had opposed Treasurer Morgan’s previous 
request. 

His agenda item was: “Consider request 
that expenditures have been reviewed by the 
Township Financial Director and is ‘within the 
approved budget’ or is ‘not within the approved 
budget’ as documented on the official Sumpter 
Township agenda item request form.”” 

He made a motion to approve this and received 
no support, so the motion failed.

Holtz had been noting whether an item was 
“budgeted” or “not budgeted,” but only board 
members saw his notations. 

Item B on the agenda was Treasurer Morgan’s 
request: “Consider adding Financial Director 
to agenda to give report,” which was slightly 
altered in Clerk Hurst’s motion to “Add financial 
director to every board meeting agenda and give 
him one week worth of vacation to compensate 
him.” 

Hurst’s motion passed on a 5-2 vote, with 
Trustee Oddy and Supervisor John Morgan 
voting no. 


At the work/study session earlier in the 
meeting, Treasurer Morgan said after the 5-2 
vote against her request at the previous meeting, 
Trustee Oddy sent a five-paragraph email out to 
board members saying Treasurer Morgan didn’t 
follow the proper procedure for putting the item 
on the agenda. 

“T’ve been on the board for 14 years coming 
Nov. 20 and he’s telling me what the proper 
procedure is?” Treasurer Morgan asked. 

She said at the previous meeting, Trustee 
Don LaPorte had said he felt Holtz should be in 
attendance, “and he was right.” 

“T asked him to attend the next board meeting 
and he said he would ... and the next thing I 
know ... another person came in and asked him 


NOT to attend,” Treasurer Morgan said. “I don’t 
want to put him in the middle of this. I told him 
don’t worry, don’t attend. After I thought about 
it, I put agenda Item B on.” 

Trustee Oddy said items have to be put on 
the agenda by 4 o’clock the Thursday before the 
meeting to let everybody know what’s coming. 

“Miss Morgan FAILED to discuss this in the 
work/study,” he said, with his voice rising in 
volume. “This was put out there so we can have 
proper discussion. I put this on the agenda in the 
right way. It [Morgan’s agenda item] was put on 
the agenda outside of proper protocol.” 

“In his contract there is no request for him to 
come to every board meeting,” Supervisor John 
Morgan said.

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“It’s either in or not in the budget,” Trustee 
Oddy continued. “He’s already doing the work. 
Just put it on the agenda.” 

Trustee Don Swinson suggested he could 
come every quarter to report on the budget. 

When Treasurer Morgan tried to make a 
comment, Supervisor Morgan cut her off. 

“We have to make sure meetings are orderly 
... not like children,” Supervisor Morgan said 
to Treasurer Morgan. “I say that respectfully. 
Come through the chair.” 

Treasurer Morgan asked him for permission to 
speak and Supervisor Morgan approved. 

“Things are happening that he [Stoltz] is not 
aware of ... Trustee LaPorte had a very good 
idea ... We should be able to question him in 
person. I am the treasurer of this township and I 
should be able to ask questions.” 

In other business at the June 12 meeting, the 
board: 

e Heard Trustee Barnes said she could not 
give the Building/Ordinance report, as marked 
on the agenda because it was not put into her 
packet; 

e Approved, on a 5-2 vote, the supervisor’s 
appointment of Tim Rush to the planning 
commission as of June 23, with a term to expire 
June 22, 2021. Rush replaces Jay Bardell, 
whose term was expiring. Later in the meeting, 
Bardell accused the supervisor of taking him off 
the planning commission, where he was doing 
a good job, because he ran against Supervisor 
Morgan in the last election; 

e Approved requiring Zoning Board of Appeals 
and Planning Commission members to attend, 
at a minimum, one training/refresher course per 
calendar year. The course will be scheduled and 
paid for by the township. This was put on the 
agenda by Trustee Oddy; 

e Approved purchase of the Provident 24-hour 
accidental death and dismemberment three- 
year prepaid policy for the fire department 
from Burnham & Flower at a cost of $743, with 
Treasurer Morgan voting no. Holtz had marked 
it “not budgeted.”
